N 1875 tlie m ost squalid district In 
England lay lik e a festering sore 
adjacent to the business center of 
Birm ingham . 
It was thus de­ 
scribed by Counselor W hite in an elo­ 
quent plea before the town council for 
improved conditions: 
“It is not easy to imagine the dreary 
desolation which acre after acre in the 
very heart of the town presents to 
those who will tak e the trouble to vis­ 
it it. 
L ittle else is to be seen but bow­ 
ing roofs, tottering chimney s, tum ble 
down and disused 
shops, 
heaps 
of 
brick s, brok en windows 
and 
coarse 


rough pavem ents, dam p and sloppy . In 
one case I found a house of only tw o 
rooms, about nine feet square and six 
and a half feet high, and in this hovel 
lived husband, w ife and four children. 
Amid such deplorable conditions 12,- 
000 of our fellow townsmen are spend­ 
ing their lives, w ith no bright thing 
about them and nothing of Joy or glad­ 
ness In their homes.” 
Joseph Cbum berlain was then m ay or 
of Birm ingham , and the city had not 
y et attained the proud distinction of 
the metropolis of m idland England, nor 
had that brilliant y oung man climbed 
far tow ard his present fame. 
H e had 
evinced m ark ed talents In municipal 
affairs and w as an enthusiastic advo­ 
cate of public ow nership—so much so, 
In fa c t that his political enemies de­ 
clared him a Socialist. 
It w as due to 
hie efforts and energy that Birm ing­ 
ham had purchased the gas plant and 
the w aterw ork s from private owners, 
and the success w hich followed these 
ventures gave him a prestige of which 
he w as not slow’ to tak e advantage. 
The desolate tra c t populated w ith thou­ 
sands of m iserable persons aroused his 
sy m pathy , but he w as more than a so­ 
cial reform er; he was one 
of 
the 
shrew dest business men in G reat B rit­ 
ain. 
H e survey ed the field as a gen­ 
eral does one of a coming battle. 
He 
form ulated a plan, one so startling in 
its originality , so radical in its scope 
and so stupendous in its m agnitude 
tha t his friends and supporters hesi­ 
tated when he proposed it to them . 
Mr. C ham berlain urged that Birm ing­ 
ham proceed to purchase every foot of 
land in this contam inated area, and be 
included in it fifty or more acres prac­ 
tically In the center of the city . 
He 
proposed to ignore all ex isting street 
lines and to devote a large percentage 
of the land to broad thoroughfares. He 
proposed to demolish every house In 
this district, to lease part of the site 
to 
reputable 
landlords 
who 
would 
erect dw ellings under the supervision 
of the city authorities and to lease the 
rem ainder of the land for business 
purposes. 
H e adm itted tha t for y ears 
this investm ent would impose a burden 
on the tax pay ers, but contended tha t 
in the end it would prove a splendid 
investm ent. 
More than that, the erad­ 
ication of the slum area would increase 
the value of every foot of property in 
the city . 
The future statesm an form ally intro­ 
duced the m atter to the tow n council 
ami. in one of the m ost m asterly 
speeches of his career, urged its adop­ 
tion. 
H e claimed that Birm ingham 
could never aspire to the commercial 
suprem acy of its natural territory so 
long as it perm itted thousands of its 
tow nsm en to live in misery . 
“I believe,” he said, “tha t the tow n 
and, above all, the nex t generation, 
will have cause to bless the tow n coun­ 
cil of Birm ingham if it carries out 
this scheme and ex ercises w hat I ven­ 
ture to call a sagacious audacity . 
W e 
k now how from tim e to tim e upon our 
coast vast operations have been under­ 
tak en by which large tracts of land 
have been redeem ed from the sea, and 
w hat w as form erly the sandy bed of 
the ocean has been converted into sm il­ 
ing fields. 
I say that no less m erito­ 
rious and no less necessary is the work 
w hich we are undertak ing in this in­ 
land city by w’hich we hope to w rest 
from the fell grasp of disease, m isery 
and crim e whole populations which 


m an life in order to see the results of 
these im provem ents and to hear the 
blessings which will be show ered on 
those who have the courage to begin 
them .” 
T he above is a brief ex tract from a 
speech which aroused the staid Bir­ 
m ingham councilors anil alderm en to 
enthusiasm , as by a unanim ous vote 
they indorsed and adopted the plan of 
their y outhful colleague. This was in 
1875. 
Few men have lived to See so wild a 
dream come true. As I stood iu Corpo­ 
ration street, w hich traverses w hat 
once w as the foul center of Birm ing­ 
ham 's slum district. I wondered w hat 
are Joseph C ham berlain's sensations 
when he gazes on tha t magnificent 
thoroughfare, the finest in G reat B rit­ 
ain outside of Ix radtm. W here the hov­ 
els once reek ed in tilth great m arts and 
business palaces rear their fronts. The 
d istrict from w hich respectable persons 
turned w ith loathing is now the fash­ 
ionable shopping district. D elicate fab ­ 
rics have tak en the place of the rags of 
the pauper. As if A laddin’s m agician 
had waved a w and, the grew som e dis­ 
tric t has disappeared. I would rather 
be Joseph C ham berlain and walk up 
C orporation street, Birm ingham , than 
be able to pay the R ussian national 
debt. 
At an ex pense of $8,500,000 the city 
purchased about forty -five acres of 
slum s aud proceeded to transform an 
irregular 
strip 
having 
an 
ex trem e 
length of about a mile. 
S tarting at 
New street, one of the best business 
thoroughfares, it survey ed a broad road 
through the center of its new and 
strange property . H aving laid out new 
streets in every direction, the m unici­ 
pality offered the frontage to those who 
w ere willing to build in consideration 
of seventy -five y ear lenses. 
There w as 
a dem and from pow erful Interests tha t 
the leaseholds be ex tended to ninety - 
nine y ears, but Mr. Cham berlain w as 
firm in his resolve tha t Birm ingham 
should come into full possession of its 
rew ard a t the end of the shorter term . 
H e insisted tha t it would bo possible 
to rent every square foot of the land 
on the term s specified, and his judg­ 
m ent w as accurate. 
H e also predicted 
tha t the average annual charge against 
the tax es would not ex ceed $60,000. 
This would m eet the interest on the 
bonds and m ak e up the deficit after al­ 
lowing for rents and other revenues. 
In brief, he estim ated that the eventual 
cost of the investm ent would not ex ­ 
ceed $4.500.000. 
The scheme has been greatly enlarg­ 
ed since its inception, but w hen the last 
pay m ent is m ade in 1950 Birm ingham 
will own In fee sim ple the m ost valua­ 
ble tra c t of real estate in the world, 
and the price paid will fall below tha t 
set by the “boy m ay or.” who has a 
chance to live to see the partial fruition 
of his “audacious sagacity .” If offered 
for sale in the open m ark et today the 
form er slum hole would refclize $15,- 
000,000. 
Its Im provem ent' did 
more 
than any one thing to m ak e Birm ing­ 
ham the “metropolis of the m idland 
counties.” 
It is no ex aggeration to as­ 
sert tha t the decision of the council of 
1875 had the direct effect of doubling 
the value of every square foot of land 
in the business district, and it would 
be impossible to put a money value on 
the blessings which have come w ith a 
lowered death rate, dim inished crime, 
an aroused local pride and the prestige 
w hich comes from a great cam paign 
valiantly and successfully pushed to 
success.

T h e C h r on om e t e r . 
In 1713 the English governm ent of­ 
fered f 10,000, £ 15,000 or £ 20,000 to any 
one discovering a method for determ in­ 
ing the longitude a t sea w ithin six ty , 
forty or thirty miles. John H arrison, a 
carpenter’s son, m ade his first chro­ 
nom eter in 1735 and w as sent the nex t 
y ear to Lisbon and back to test It. The 
trial w as successful, but the inventor 
w as aw arded only £ 500. H e produced 
other instrum ents in 1739 and 1749, 
and finally in 1759 he constructed a 
chronom eter in the form of a w atch, 
five inches in diam eter, which w as only 
1 m inute 5414 seconds in error after a 
voy age to Jam aica and back . This was 
equivalent to determ ining the longitude 
w ithin eighteen miles, but full pay ­ 
m ent for his Invention w as w ithheld 
till 1773.

“Not many men k now' how to buy a 
watch.” said a Jeweler, “and to a large 
extent they hav e to rely ou the honesty 
of the dealer. 
So complicated is the 
business that ev en we go to the fac­ 
tories ourselv es and arrange for .spe­ 
cial work iu order to get the proper a r­ 
ticle, for, of course, we could not as­ 
say ev ery case we receiv e. 
“Now, how many people k now the 
difference between a filled case and one 
that is plated? A filled case, you see, 
is a composition that resembles steel, 
with a plate of gold on each side, that 
ou the outer being thick er than the in­ 
side. 
Such cases are guaranteed not 
to wear through within fiv e, ten, fif­ 
teen or up to twenty-fiv e years, the 
limit of the guarantee made by the 
reputable bouses. If a man offers v ou 
a case warranted for thirty or fo*tj 
years you are going to be bunk oed if 
you buy it. When you see watches o 
fered for sale as gold filled for $3 or 
!M depend upon it they are plated, and 
mighty thinly too. 
“In the m atter of watch mov ements,” 
he continued, “the buyer is really at 
the mercy of the dealer. 
In one big 
factory about 3,000 mov ements are 
made ev ery day. 
There is certain to 
be haste in that sort of output, and the 
name ou the dial does not mak e up for 
imperfections. 
To av oid these a first 
class jeweler arranges for sev eral hun­ 
dred mov ements to be deliv ered a year 
hence. 
“A strictly first class mov ement re­ 
quires six months exactly iu its pas­ 
sage through the factory from the be­ 
ginning to the finished product ready 
to offer for sale. 
Such goods are then 
stamped with the name of the firm for 
which they are made and that firm has 
to stand sponsor for them. The Swiss 
watch, in its higher class, is the best 
mov ement in the world today. 
Of 
course there are cheap Swiss mov e­ 
ments that you can buy for $3 or $4. 
but they k eep good time.”—Kansas City 
Star. 


Cure* F o r W’Itrh**ry. 
Rev . Joseph Doderldge in his “Notes 
of the Settlement and Indian W ars In 
Pennsylv ania and Virginia,” in that 
portion of the work treating of “W itch­ 
craft” says: “The disease« of children 
supposed to be inflicted by w itchcraft 
were those of dropsy of the brain and 
the rick ets.

The end came quite 
suddenly, and was without pain. 
The 
dead general was doing fairly well, 
considering the sev erity of the attack , 
until about 10 p. in. when a change 
came for the worse. 


Do cto rs Had Slig ht Ho p®» . 
Immediately on reaching W ashing­ 
ton after being strick en General Lee 
was remov ed to the hospital, the grav ­ 
ity of the attack being such that the 
attending physicians thought hjg could 
receiv e le tte r attention there than at 
auy priv ate residence. The attack re­ 
sulted 
n paralysis of the entire left 
side, and by night his condition was 
regarded as v ery serious, but the at­ 
tending physicians had great faith in 
the will and energy of the patient, 
and hoped it might enable him to ov er­ 
come the attack . 
Further than this 
they would not v enture an opinion as 
to the outcome of the ease, except to 
say that they had k nown similar in­ 
stances where the patients had prac­ 
tically recov ered the use of their facul­ 
ties. 
Co nscio us Mo st o f the Osy. 
General Lee was conscious through­ 
out the day. and recognized those who 
were admitted to the sick room. While 
not suffering any pain the general was 
rather 
uncomfortable 
most 
of the 
time, his breathing being difficult and 
his articulation when he attempted to 
speak being heav y and thick . 
Nearly 
all the members of the sick man’s fam­ 
ily, including his wife, within reason­ 
able distance of the capital will come 
to Washington immediately. General 
Lee was *18 years old.

In Washington he was well and popu­ 
larly k nown, and ids appearance ou 
public occasions was alwas a signal for 
outbursts of applause from hosts of 
adiniring friends. 
A widow and fiv e 
chilreu surv iv e him. 
Three 
of

children are girls and two boys, both 
boys being in the regular army and 
two of the girls wiv es of army officers. 
Prior to the civ il war, at the begin­ 
ning of which he resigned his commis­ 
sion in the United State« army. Gener­ 
al Lee saw considerable frontier duty 
in mov ements against the Indians. He 
was an exi>ert cav alry officer, and- ou 
one occasion, Juue lt>, 18 60, he was 
engaged in a hand-to-hand encounter 
with Comanche Indian» 
near 
Camp 
Colorado. Tex. 
His 
serv ices in the 
Confederate army as a major general 
are well k nown, and during the inter­ 
v al between this w-ar and his activ e 
work in the Spanish-American 
war 
General Lee filled a number of impor­ 
tant positions, including the gov ernor­ 
ship of Virginia, the presidency of the 
Pittsburg and Virginia 
railroad, the 
electorship of internal rev enue for the 
Lynchburg district and the cwwul gen­ 
eralship at Hav ana. 
Following his 
honorable discharge 
from the v olunteer army on March 2, 
19 01. General Lee was appointed to the 
regular army Feb. 11. 1901. with the 
rank of brigadier general and with this 
rank he was retired In the March fol­ 
lowing.

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STERLING CELEBRATES COMPLE­ 
TION OF N, W. RAILROAD. 
July 15, 1855, the p eop le of Sterling 
celebrated the comp letion of what is 
now the C. & N. W. railroad to our 
neighboring city . In addition to what 
we find in T h e T e le g r a p h we can 
add our own recollections of this not­ 
ed celebration in which our neighbors 
sp ared no ex p ense or labor in making 
the arriv al of the steam horse a suc­ 
cess. 
Senator S. A. Douglas and the p oet 
editor B. F. Tay lor of the Chicago 
Journal were adv ertised as the orators 
of the day . 
A formal address was de­ 
liv ered by Mr. Tay lor, followed by 
short sp eeches by Senator Douglas, 
Editor Bross of the Chicago Democrat, 
and Lawy ers Stillm an and Henry of 
Sterling. 
In the afternoon the large crowd of 
p eop le p artook of a barbecue and in 
the ev ening they were entertained 
with fireworks: and those who desired 
enjoy ed a dance on a p latform built in 
a grov e. 
Senator Douglas, as the writer re­ 
members, took an activ e p art in the 
dance 
The day before the celebration the 
sem tor came to Dix on and was the 
guest of Colonel John Dement and ac­ 
comp anied the latter and other citi­ 
zens of Dix on to Sterling the nex t 
morning. 
Sep t. 
17 , 1853 the editor of the 


T e le g r a p h gives the the Bap tist 
church bell tha t had just been p laced 
up on the belfry a ringing p uff. 
In Sep tember 1853 the Chicago T ri­ 
bune announced the comp letion of 
the Chicago and Alton railroad. The 
editor considered it queer tha t Galena 
instead of being the first city to be 
reached from Chicago by a railroad Is 
the fifth. 
On the*above date a free p uff is giv ­ 
en in T h e T e le g r a p h to a comet 
then blazing in the northwest; and 
the editor consoles his readers tha t 
there is no danger to be ap p rehended 
on earth from the erratic heav enly 
v isitor, and p lay fully quotes from 
Oliv er Wendall Holme’s ode to the 
comet in which he said: 
“ Sail up, sail up, keep y o ur tail ud, 
Yello w war dag o f the sky " 
Among other “ local item s” in the 
Dix on T e le g r ap h of June 13, 1855 is 
the statem ent that Mr. S. C. Eells 
had taken 
he p lace of Mr. Eastman, 
in a Dix on bank and the banking firm 
name thereafter would be Robertson, 
Eells & Co. 
Mr. Eells is with us, 
we are p leased* ito note, still doing 
business as a banker. 
In 1853 there was in the United 
States treasury what was considered 
then the enormous sum of two million 
dollars in cash: and Uncle Sam* p rob­ 
ably 
considered his financial con­ 
dition as hap p y as he has since with 
his two or three hundred million. 


T h e 
T e le g r a p h sp eaks of 
the 
p icture of Father Dix on being p ainted 
by Ferris Finch “the y oung a rtist,” 
which is to be p urchased by citizens of 
Dix on for Ex change Hall. 
The editor in 1854 was a strong ad 
v ocate of temp erance to the ex tent of 
no license. 
In October, 1854 , the Ep iscop alians 
erected a church costing $1,500, and 
the Catholics had under way a church 
building 30 by 60 feet. 


MORMONISM IN IL L IN O IS . 
The subject of an editorial in 
T h e 


T e le g r a p h in the winter of 1854 was 
a rev iew of a lecture deliv ered before 
y oung men’s lecture association by 
Josiah Quincy ; one of Boston’s literati. 
While here William Smith, a brother 
of the notorious founder of the mor­ 
mon church, was confined in the Dix ­ 
on jail for being too much married; 
according to the laws of Illinois, and 
“against the p eace and dignity of the 
p eop le.” 
Mr. Quincy in an interv iew with 
William, and also with Josep h Smith 
the mormon p rop het, a few day s be­ 
fore coming to Dix on, secured item s 
for his lecture on mormonism. 
Mr. Quincy enjoy ed the op p ortunity 
of a long p ersonal interv iew with the 
redoibtable Joe Smith, and was thus 
enabled to giv e us some highly in ter­ 
esting reminiscences of his v isit to 
Nauv oo. 
Mingled with these were 
grap hic and forcible recitals of the 
assembling of the mormons in the 
frontier states of the Union, their 
ex odus and disp ersion from this state, 
which the lecturer very ap tly likened 
to tha t of the Israelites, and closing 
with a sp eculativ e op inion as to the 
p robable results up on this country as 
this, the greatest mov ement of the 
nineteenth century . 
The subject of the lecture, though 
not quite what we should hav e ex ­ 
p ected from one of Mr. Quincy ’s ex ­ 
alted rep utation, was rendered by his 
felicitous 
and 
graceful 
handling, 
v astly more entertaining and instruc­ 
tiv e than any one would hav e sup ­ 
p osed it would be, The lecturer was 
listened to with marked attention, 
interrup ted only by bursts of ap p lause 
when some hap p y hit ‘brought down 
the house.’ 
Mr. Quincy in his talk of the west 
in 18855 said “ The oldest born citizen 
in Chicago, a city of sev enty thousand 
souls, was a y oung lady of twenty -two 
y ears.”

Mu rphy & Co. ’Neither of the team 
drivers, it is said, observed the other 
and each attem pted 
to 
cross 
State 
street directly 
behind a cable train. 
Which was moving slowly sou th. As 
they did so there was a collision be­ 
tween the horses. 
The 
milk 
wagon 
horse in some manner which the driv­ 
ers are u nable to explain was hu rled 
or ju mped of its own accord u pon the 
platform of the cable train. 
At the 
same time the shafts of 
the 
wagon 
stru ck the car and pierced its side.

The car was su ddenly stopped and 
passengers, frightened
